"Lincoln, III, May 8.—The private 


'uueral and interment of the late Gen. 
Richard 
J. Oglesby will not take 


place until next week. 
"Miss Felicite Oglesby, who was in 
Paris at the time of 
her father's 


death, arrived at New York today on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, and is 


lectod 
to roach Oglehurst, 
her 


homo, near Elkhart, Thursday after- 
noon. 


'' Col. J. S. Culver of Springfield, is 


ereclins; a stone vault near tho chapel 
of St. John the Eaptiste, in one crypt 
of which tha body of tho soldier, 
statesman and patriot will bo laid. 
This, however, will be only a tenipor 
ary resting place, ;ia it is intended to 
taka the body to Chicago later, for 
final burial. 


"Mrs. Oglesby has been vistied by 


delegations fiom Docatur, Chicago and 
'rom Spriugfiold, each requesting that 
the iutermeut be at their respective 
cities. Tho delegation from Chicago 
urged that tho oltizous of the ?tato 
would prefer to have tho interment at 
the largest city, where millions could 
vifit tno tonib. 


"It was intended to have the privato 


Funeral and intermont tomorrow, but 
tha postponement is due to the fact 
that tho vault has not been com 
pletcd.'' 


The Docatur friends of the family 


do not known of any plans for post- 
poning tho interment, or at least havo 
not yot boon informed if such plans 
have been made. Lowber Burrows, 
who has been in comruumoatiou with 
the Oglosby family, received a letter 
yesterday from one of tho Fons but 
nothing was said of any plan to post- 
pone tho burial. Mr. Burrows says 
that the exact date for the burial had 
not yot been decided upon and the 
time would depend entirely oil tho 
arrival at Elkhart ot Miss Felioite 
Oglesby, who lauded in New York 
city from Europe on Wednesday, 


While tho citizens of Decatur would 


Lke very much to have tha body of 
Governor Oglosby brought to this oity 
for burial it is not thought that there 
aro any chances of such being done.

A COMING BIG SHOW. 


Philadelphia's Commercial Exhibi- 


tion Next FalL 


' The enactment of the navy personnel 
bill is going to make a great cliacgu iu 
majiy navs! manners and customs. For 
'one thing there aro 15 rear a<3mirals and 
ten commodores, instead of seven rear 
admirals and ten commodores; aad the 
officers without the gold stars on their 
cuffs are to be hereafter just UE good 
as those with the Biars. In other words, 
the distinction between the line and 
staff is to he done away with. 


The most interesting change is the 


abolition- of the grade commodore. It 
.will not mean BO giueh tor the commo- 
dore* as for outsiders. They will be- 
pome rear admirals, b.ut will have only 
the pay of coinmodorea. 
They -will 


iwear more braid on $e cuffs ol their 
(uniforms, and have a few more expanses, 
and be entitled to have 13 guns fired 
in their honor instead of H, and to hoist 
a blue flag with two white stars on It in- 
stead of a swallow-tailed flag with one 
Btar. But in other respects, except for 
.these ttings, they will be about the 
saoa»osif they werecomaiodorcB. And 
with the passing of the rank of com- 
modore go a good many traditions of 
the navy. 


To begin with, the rank is peculiar to 


the American navy. Ko other navy has 
It at a permanency. The United States 
hare had it ae such only since 1862, but 
before that the title, though not the 
rank, was the .highest to which a naval 
officer could hope to attain. In 1B57 a 
law decreed tha-t captains in command 
of squadrons should be dominated flag 
glHcers, and that was the first official 
recognition of a title under which most 
Ameiican cavnl heroes had made his- 
tory. Under the broad peona-nt of the 
commodore, 
the blue swallow-tailed 


Bag with the single white Ftar, all 
American naval history had been made 
from the time of Paul Jones to that of 
Porter and Karragut at Forts Jackson 
and St. Philip in 1802. And now that 
broad pennant has come down; at 
Portsmouth, Norfolk, Mare Island, Kew 
York and Havana, it has bceu hauled 
Bown, and in its place, along with a 
new blue flag with four white stars, the 
flag of rear admiral. But the disappcur- 
cn.ce o£ the broad pennant of Perry, 
Stewart, Decatur, l-'arragut, and the 
others who have written their names 
rprctty distinctly 
on the pages of 


American history, will be regretted by 
many because of its associations. The 
new admirals, however, are. pretty good 
writers In their own way, and have been 
putting things on those pages for a 
good many years; so His not likely that 
anyone will have more than a senti- 
mental reuson for regretting the. pass- 
ing of the broad pennant.—N. Y. Sun.

An 
additional sum of $30,000 has been ap- 
piopriatud for the collection of sam- 
ples of foreign merchandise that are 
demanded by various countries und to 
illustrate bow foreign goods are pre- 
pared and packed for shipping. A large 
tract of land has been given for the en- 
terprise and the erection of the build- 
ings is about to begin. The purpose ui 
the exhibition ia to present in the rntwt 
striking possible way the opportuni- 
ties for foreigu trade and the require- 
ments of various nations. 
It is de- 


signed for business men and in the in- 
terest of the export trade. In addition 
to the money appropriated by the na- 
tional government large sums have 
been provided by Pennsylvania, Phila- 
delphia, and a considerable number oi 
corporations and individuals. It is ex- 
pected that the exhibition will be o 
great success. 


1'hiladelphiaalready has a permanent 


exhibition well known, all over the 
world as the Philadelphia Commercial 
museum. It is possibly the finest ex- 
ample of the pejmaneut institutions 
that are rapidly being established in 
various countries for the convenience 
and education of manufacturers and 
the promotion of foreign trade. The 
larger numl*r of them thus far are to 
be found in lielgaim, France and Ger- 
many. 


The Philadelphia Commercial mu- 


seum occupies the large buildings on 
Fourth btrect once occupied by the 
Pennsylvania railroad as its general of- 
fices. Tbe rooms are crowded with ex- 
hibits, nnanged by countries and ais'o 
with foreign manufactures which art. 
exported to lands where our own goods 
come into competition with them. ID 
the department devoted to Mexico, foi 
inbtanc'O, there arc shown not only the 
products anil arts of tb»t country, bui 
also the goods that are now being made 
in various European countries and sole! 
in the Mexican market. Suppose tha 
a lihode Island manufacturer of cut- 
lery v\ ishea ^j extend his trade to Aus- 
tralia. It is important to him to know 
the quality, shape and price of the goods 
now selling in the Australian markets, 
At this museum he will find samples 
of these goods with their prices nnd ear 
ascertain all the technical points, ioi 
instance, of the various sheep shears 
preferred in that country. 


One department of the museum is the 


bureau of information which collects 
aud disseminates a large amount oi in- 
formation about trade conditions ir 
other countries. The museum is free 
to the public, but a great many manu 
facturcrs who desire special iuforma 
tion bear the cost of collecting and re 
porting it. 
The catalogue system 


makes it easy to refer at once to auy 
article or country represented in the 
museum. The institution is in corre 
spondencc with over 00.000 business 
bouses in the United States and about 
CO,"00 in foreign countries. It is sup- 
(.•-. 'I'd by the city of Philadelphia and 
b. fees received from subscribers to 
v bom the regular and special reports 
arc scut. 


When the industrial crisis that swept 


over Europe in 1S7Q greatly reduced the 
export tia.de of Belghim, a p-ovcrnmcnt 
examination of the consular system 
was made- in the hope to devise a 
scheme by which tlieooubuls would be 
more efl.eelive in promoting the com- 
mercial relations of the country. The 
first result of this investigation was the 
founding of a commercial museum in 
Brussels at the expense of the govern- 
ment, with the twofold purpose of ex- 
hibiting Belgium manufactures and 
poods that might be successfully sold 
tii ioreign countries and also to show 
foreign buyers what articles suitable 
for exportation could be produced in 
Belgium. The Belgian consular agents 
throughout the world were instructed 
to ssnd specimens of every article im- 
ported into or manufactured in the 
co'jntriea where they 
vvere serving. 


The museum was at once successful 
and many other smaller museums were 
immediately fouuded in other towns of 
Belgium. 


During the past few years i'rance, 


following- the example of Belgium, has 
established some IS or 20 of these insti- 
tutions in her principal manufacturing 
and commercial centers, r.ud they are 
regarded as an unqualified success. 


Among other commercial mr.seums, 


some of them privntc and others sup- 
ported to a greater or less extent by 
governments, are those in Vienna, Ber- 
lin, Ptuttgart, Berne, Milan aud Ttome. 
A large commercial museum is sup- 
ported in the Japanese city of Osnlta to 
afford a central place for the exhibi- 
tion of the goods of native »nd foreign 
producers.—X. Y. Sun.

One of the intimate friends of Alex- 


ander H. Stephens, the vice president oi 
the confederacy, h:ib just .-shipped to 
England a gallon of natural ink, a prod- 
uct of Georgia soil, to the address of 
Lord Kosebery, the distinguished poli- 
tician who once held the reins of the 
British government. This little inci- 
dent culminates a peculiar and interest- 
ing story. 
Some twenty years ago, 


when Stephens was in his prime, Lore 
Kosebery visited the United Statfs, 
The two men met, and in a few weeks 
Mere- on an intimate footing. Jfr. Ste- 
pbens had a genial manner, splenilic 
intellect and brilliant conversational 
abilities. Lord Ho.sebery was much at- 
tached to him, and they spent much 
time together. Toward the cad of the 
Englishman's stay be accepted the in- 
utation of Mr. Stephens ami came for 
a few weeks to the patriarchal home- 
stead near this town. (Yo-wfordsvillo 
was then in its swudcilin;,' clothes, anc 
a fine specimen of the quiet American 
country io\vn. Loi'd 
llosebc-ry was 


charmed with the hospitality of the 
people and the many quaint character;- 
he found here, and declared lie I 
-spent one of the pleasuntCbt times in 
the history of liis life. Amongotlicr in- 
teresting 
things 
which 
Stephens 


showed him was some natural ink 
which HOWE from a peculiar .spring a1 
the base of Kenesaw mountain, neat 
Marietta, Ga., and which he used for 
all purposes of record and correspond 
encc. 


The liquid was a little heavier than 


the manufactured article, but left a per- 
manent Main, which made it a valuable 
agent where documents were to be pre- 
served. Lord Rusebcry finally returned 
borne, and kept up a constant corre- 
spondence with Mr. Stephens i:Dtil the 
latter's death. A few days since Uic 
iicirs of the former vice-president re- 
ceived a letter from the ex-premier ask- 
ing that sonic- of the ink be bottled anrl 
.sent him, as he wished to exhibit it to 
his friends, and adopt it for his per- 
sonal use, if practicable. His request 
was complied Mith, and the ink will 
arrive in England, and be shown around 
as'a natural freak from America.—St.
